The contest case of Dan‘d. 
Stephens against W. H. Wat- 
kins, for the office of Sheriif of 
Coffee, was heard here Mon- 
day and Tuesday by the Demo- 
cratic Wxecutive Committee, 
with the result that the Com- 
mittee rendered a decision fox 
My. Watkins. 

The hearing consumed prac- 
tically the entire two days, a 
major portoin of this time be- 
ing consumed by arguments of 
the lawyers: Myr. Stephens in 
his petition to the committee, 
charged that Mr. Watkins was 
not qualified in that he had 
failed to pay Poll Tax during 
certain years. Some of this 
time in which it was claimed 
that he did not pay tax was 
spent by Mr. Watkins in Dale 
and Houston counties. Many 
officers of these two counties 
were present at the hearing to 
testify in the matter. 

Other grounds on which the 
contest was instituted was that 
there were irregularities in cer- 
tain election boxes. One box 
in Beat 17, Enterprise, was re- 
counted by the committee, with 
the result that only a slight 
change was made from the re- 
sult as declared by the com- 
mittee when the official returns 
of the the election were made. 

The committee renedered its 
decision late Tuesday after- 
noon, its opinion being thas the 
evidence did not show suffi 
cient grounds to take the nom- 
ination from Mr. Watkins. 

Current rumors are to the ef- 
fect that Mr. Stephens will 
take an appeal to the State 
Executive Committee. How- 
ever we cannot vouch for the 
authenticity of the reports. A 
large crowd of people from ov- 
er the county was-present Mon- 
day and Tuesday to hear the 
case tried.

Farmer Slain by 
Son During Row 


Samson, Ala., Aug. 26.— 
Ray Aycock, farmer, living 
near Coffee Springs, eight miles 
from Samson, was shot and 
killed Saturday afternoon by 
his son, Frank, as a result of a 
family row. Frank, about 14 
years old, was arrested and 
given a preliminary hearing 
before a justice of the peace 
and released on $150 bond. 

The elder Aycock, according 
to the testimony, went home 
and sturted a row with his fam- 
ily because dinner was not 
ready. He got particlarly mad 
with his daughter, Pince, and 
commenced whipping her se- 
verely, when his son, Frank, 
interfered, 

When the father, declaring 
he would kill the boy, reavhed 
for a shotgun, Frank obtained 
a gun and emptied a charge of 
shot into his father's body and

to set it on fire, or possibly 
both, Roy Dickerson, serving a 
sentence of 25 years imprison- 
ment for robbing the Phenix- 
Givard Bank, has been trans- 
ferred to Kilby prison, in order 
that he may be kept under 
strict and constant surveilance. 
On the night of August 19, 
at about 11:30 o'clock, Dick- 
erson was caught by Charles 
R. Davis, warden at iat Top, 
with two quarts of kerosene 
and a carbide can containing 
three and a half sticks of dy- 
namite, with caps and fuses 
placed. This information was 
contained dn a formal report 
which has been submitted’ by 
Warden Davis to State Warden 
General William F. Feagin. 
it was the intention of Dick- 
erson, it is stated, to use the 
dynamite to blow out the south 
end of the prison, where the 
white prisoners sleep, in order 
to effect the escape of himself 
end eight other prisoners. Af- 
ter the plot had been discover- 
ad, Dickerson, it is stated, told 
the warden that he had made 
up his mind to get away and 
added that he would burn up 
the prison if it took that to do 
it. After being locked in an 
especially strong cell where he 
could be easily watched, fol- 
lowing the discovery of the 
plot, Dickerson is said to have 
told Warden Davis that he had 
gotten to the point where he 
didn’t care what happened and 
thereafter asked the warden te 
get his gun and kill him. 
Warden Davis, in his report 
to Warden General Feagin, sta- 
ted that though he was not.un- 
easy about Dickerson getting 
away trom Flat Top, he feared 
that he might burn the prison 
building o: do other serious 
damage of some kind and sug- 
gested that Dickerson be re- 
moved to Kilby prison where 
he could be more carefully 
guarded and where the pris: 
oner’s alleged incendiary ten- 
deneies could do no harm. 
Dickerson was transferred 
to Kilby prison on August 22, 
and has since occupied a fire- 
proof cell under the watchful 
eyes of the warden and guards.

Uses Pipe to Smuggle Dyna- 
mite To Camp. 

Roy Dickerson’s pipe was the 
instrument used to smuggle dy- 
namite into the  prisoner’s 
quarters at Flat Top, accord- 
ing to an investigation made by 
the state convict department. 
(It is believed it must have re- 
quired several months for the 
prisoner to accumulate the 
| quantity of explosive found in 
i;his possession last Saturday 
night and with which he had 
planned to blow himself and 
eight other prisoners to free- 
dom. Dickerson, it is stated, 
carried the dynamite from the 
coal mines at Flat Top, little by 
little. in the bowl! of a pipe in 
which he smoked tobaceo when 
he was not using it to-conceal 
a dangerous explosive. 

As in all other coal mines, 
dynamite is in daily use at the 
Wlat op mines for the dis- 
lodging of coal by blasting, a 
certain proportion of the blast- 
ing operations being’ carried 
out by the convicts under the 
direction of an experienced 
foreman. At the end of the 
allotted work hours out of each 
124 and before the convicts 
leave the mines, they ave caye- 
fully searched to make sure 
that they ave bringing nothing 
out wilh them which might be 
used aS a weapon or a means 
of escape. The searchers, 
however, evidently failed to 
examine Dickerson’s pipe close 
enough to discover, packed in 
its bowl, the dynamite which 
he had managed in some un- 
known manner to place there.

operation in West Elba. The 
new mill is located on the lot 
just West of the Morrow & 
Heath gin. 

The mill which is owned and 
operated by Mr. W. A. Cap- 
shaw, is engaged almost ex- 
clusively in cutting Dogwood 
stock, while some Persimmon 
will be cut. The wood is be- 
ing cut into small blocks, and 
when finished will be used for 
shuttles at spinning mills. 
The blocks are not being finish- 
ed heve, but will be shipped in 
their present state. 

Mr. Capshaw has had his 
mill in operation here for sev- 
eral days, and is now cutting 
these blocks in great quanti- 
ties. Jn a conversation .with 
The Clipper, Mr. Capshaw sta- 
ted that he plans to operate his 
thill here for about three years 
being assured that he can get 
enough dogwood and persim- 
mon timber to run for that 
length of time,
